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THIRTIETH  ANNUAL  MEETING. 


The  Annual  Meeting  of  the  South 
African  Library  for  the  Blind  was 
held  in  St.  George’s  Hall  on  May  18. 

The  Chairman,  Mr.  Espin,  wel- 
welcomed  Bishop  Fisher  and  some  70 
people  present.  He  thanked  the 
Mayor,  Mrs.  Neville  and  the  press 
for  the  publicity  they  had  given  the 
library  work.  He  asked  Miss  Wood  to 
read  her  report. 

SECRETARY’S  REPORT,  1953 
COUNCIL 

We  regret  that  the  Rev.  C.  W.  Moore 
has  resigned  as  he  found  it  difficult 
to  attend  meetings.  He  proposed  our 
good  friend  Miss  Martha  Emslie  in 
his  place. 

Mrs.  Knowling,  too,  felt  obliged  to 
resign.  She  had  been  a member  for 
17  years,  following  her  sister.  Miss 
Ethel  Mullins,  who  was  a foundation 
member,  so  we  were  exceedingly  sorry 
to  accept  her  resignation. 

Mrs.  Neville  is  now  a member  of 
the  council.  She  has  been  very  help- 
ful in  writing  articles  about  the 
library.  One  in  the  Cape  Argus  a little 
time  back,  and  now,  at  the  Mayor’s 
request  one  in  the  Rotary  magazine. 

Our  auditors,  Messrs.  A.  R. 
Whiteley  and  Company,  have  again 
given  us  most  valuable  help  and  we 
are  very  grateful  to  them. 

STAFF 

The  six  members  on  the  staff  at 
present  are:  Miss  Spurling  and  Mrs. 
Sherwood  Watson,  talking  books; 
Mrs.  Ingall,  Miss  Levick  and  Mrs. 
Graham  (temporary)  braille  and 
moon  books;  Miss  Espin  bookkeeping 
and  typing. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  working 
with  our  big  books  and  records  is 
very  heavy  work  and  to  our  great 
regret  Mrs.  Fernandez,  who  had  been 
with  us  for  five  years  resigned  as 
she  felt  the  work  too  great  a strain. 


At  the  end  of  March,  Mrs.  Laurie 
left  to  take  up  a full-time  job.  How- 
ever, I am  glad  to  say  she  is  coming 
back  to  us  shortly.  Miss  Patricia  Kelly 
took  her  place  for  six  months.  We 
were  delighted  that  Mrs.  Ingall 
rejoined  us  on  her  return  from 
England.  We  have  had  extra  help 
from  time  to  time  from  Mrs. 
Lombard,  Mrs.  Barker  and  Mrs.  Lee. 

We  were  very  sorry  to  hear  of  the 
death  of  Miss  Ross  who  served  so 
efficiently  on  the  staff  for  two  years 
until  she  returned  to  Scotland  in 
1949. 

The  acquisition  of  an  addresso- 
graph  is  being  a help  and  a saving  of 
time  to  the  staff. 

READERS 

(Braille  and  Moon  Section) 

There  were  321  people  reading 
during  the  year.  Of  these  40  were 
non-Europeans  and  14  were  juveniles. 
Five  readers  died  during  the  year 
leaving  316.  Braille  Primers  and 
Moon-made-easy  were  sent  to  twelve 
individuals,  but  we  heard  no  more 
from  them.  We  had  26  new  readers. 

From  time  to  time  we  supplied 
books  as  requested  to  three  schools, 
two  in  the  Union  and  one  in  Southern 
Rhodesia.  We  also  sent  to  three 
institutions. 

BOOKS 

At  the  end  of  the  year  we  had 
14,889  volumes  in  stock,  234  volumes 
were  discarded  or  lost.  We  bought 
528  books  from  the  N.I.B.  We  had 
42  volumes  from  Worcester  and  of 
these  23  were  Afrikaans. 

Among  books  bought  were  history, 
biography,  travel,  poetry,  psychology, 
and  religion.  We  had  Braille  music 
old  and  new,  knitting  patterns,  etc. 
Fiction  p'^edominated  including  some 
old  favourites  and  many  detective 
stories.

MUSIC 


Loan  Books  (from  the  National 
Library,  London)  Some  60  of  our 
readers  have  been  using  these  and 
we  pay  10/-  per  head.  We  have  had 
a number  of  Moon  type  books  and 
Braille  books.  In  one  case  we  bor- 
rowed a special  book  for  a girl 
studying  for  her  degree. 

Circulation;  9,017  Braille  and  Moon 
volumes  were  circulated  during  the 
year  and  7,689  magazines. 

FREE  POSTAGE 

At  the  Universal  Postage  Congress 
held  in  Brussels  in  1962  it  was  agreed 
that  articles  marked  “Literature  for 
the  Blind”  should  be  transmissable 
free  of  postage  in  the  inland  and 
overseas  service,  but  not  by  air  mail. 
The  Union  Government  came  into 
line  and  this  international  agreement 
took  effect  from  July  1,  1963.  This 
is  a great  boon  to  us  and  will  be  a 
saving  of  about  £100  a year.  The 
readers  are  very  pleased  because 
often  the  buying  and  affixing  of 
stamps  is  a trouble  to  them. 

POST  OFFICE  VANS 

We  are  very  grateful  to  the  Post 
Master  for  allowing  the  post  office 
vans  to  call  at  the  library  after  their 
mid-morning  clearance  of  the  pillar 
boxes  to  fetch  our  loads  of  books 
and  records.  The  van  drivers  are 
very  obliging  and  Enoch  is  saved 
many  a weary  trip  to  the  post  office 
with  a heavily  laden  wheelbarrow. 
This  is  a special  boon  in  wet  weather. 

PLASTIC  BRAILLE 

The  first  magazine  with  plastic 
braille  contains  Paul  Galileo’s  “The 
Small  Miracle”  was  sent  by  Sir  Ian 
Fraser  and  Mr.  Ronald  Currey  kindly 
brought  it  to  us.  Since  then  the 
N.I.B.  have  sent  a dozen  copies  to 
send  to  readers  with  a questionnaire 
to  find  out  how  they  like  it.  Most  of 
them  like  the  braille  but  find  the 
paper  curls  up  and  would  prefer  the 
braille  on  stiffen  paper. 


Mrs.  Westall  kindly  comes  once  a 
week  and  gives  voluntary  and 
valuable  help  with  the  music  records. 

Antoinette  Botha  writes:  “I  can’t 
tell  you  how  very  much  it  means  to 
me  to  have  these  music  records  for 
the  holidays.  I wished  I could  play 
each  one  over  again  before  returning 
them”  Antoinette  has  passed  her 
music  exam  at  Worcester  with 
honours  and  is  now  taking  a three 
years’  course  at  Stellenbosch  for  the 
Teacher’s  Diploma  (piano  and  organ). 

BRAILLE  READERS 

Ursula  Pfeffer  is  very  happy  to 
have  successfully  completed  the 
course  for  the  B.A.  She  writes  grate- 
fully about  the  help  given  by  the 
library  in  getting  her  books  needed 
for  her  studies.  Mrs.  Gladys  Evans 
has  returned  from  England  with  her 
guide  dog.  She  says:  “Sheena  is  a 
real  joy,  we  go  everywhere  together 
now  and  I am  really  independent 
again.  She  has  made  all  the  difference 
to  my  life  and  I am  very  happy.” 

Hamilton  Menta,  instructor  at  the 
Ethembeni  Blind  Training  Centre, 
New  Brighton,  is  the  first  blind 
African  to  be  elected  a member  of 
the  New  Brighton  Native  Location 
Advisory  Board.  One  is  glad  to  record 
a happy  gesture  made  by  Hamilton 
Menta  and  the  members  of  the  blind 
training  school  in  giving  a Native 
name  to  their  benefactress,  Mrs. 
Mildred  Marks,  “Noluthando”  mean- 
ing “she  who  lives  and  works  for 
others.’ 

LETTERS 

One  reader  wrote  for  back  num- 
bers of  English  magazines  for  a 
blind  man  in  Czechoslovakia  with 
whom  she  corresponds.  This  man  is 
trying  to  earn  a living  by  giving 
private  lessons  in  foreign  languages. 
He  has  difficulty  in  getting  reading 
matter  in  English.  The  same  reader 
has  been  collecting  special  coronation 
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stamps  from  the  other  parts  of  the 
Commonwealth  and  had  got  them 
from  eight  different  countries. 

One  reader  asks  for  two  of 
Churchill’s  books.  She  is  specially 
interested  because  she  was  in  the 
crowd  that  heard  Churchill  make  a 
speech  in  front  of  the  Durban  Town 
Hall  after  he  had  escaped  as  a 
prisoner  of  war.  She  says,  “Although 
I was  quite  young  at  the  time,  I can 
distinctly  picture  a very  young  man 
covered  with  coal  dust  on  a soap  box 
and  clearly  heard  him  say  in  the 
course  of  his  speech  that  he  intended 
to  become  Prime  Minister  of 
England.” 

Another  reader  says,  “Unless  a 
novel  is  outstandingly  good,  as  for 
instance  those  of  Dickens  (my 
favourite  novelist)  I would  rather  not 
read  it  at  all.  Of  course  yarns  like 
those  of  R.L.S.  are  always  a treat. 
Therefore,  I often  prefer  books  of 
travel,  popular  science  and  matters 
of  general  interest.  You  might  also 
send  some  Afrikaans  books.” 

One  man  mentions  the  struggle  he 
had  to  learn  braille  twenty  years 
ago  and  is  so  grateful  for  “the 
beautiful  braille  books  to  be  had  free 
for  the  asking.”  He  adds,  “I  have 
spent  some  of  the  happiest  hours  of 
my  life  with  my  braille  books.” 

TRANSCRIBERS 

We  are  very  grateful  to  those  who 
spend  so  much  time  doing  books  for 
us.  Miss  Marjorie  Watson  continues 
her  splendid  work,  copying  worn 
books,  proof  reading  and  teaching. 
She  has  ten  pupils,  some  of  whom 
have  passed  their  tests  and  are 
transcribing  books.  Miss  Cunningham 
has  three  pupils.

TALKING  BOOK  DEPARTMENT 

This  department  scored  when  the 
flat  was  convei'ted  for  library  use. 
It  is  more  convenient  for  the  staff 
to  work  in  and  an  opening  made 
between  the  two  flats  makes  it  easier 
for  moving  the  records  to  from  the 
lift  besides  making  the  rooms  more 
airy. 

Readers:  170  Readers  received 
records  during  the  year.  Fifteen 
readers  gave  up  reading  for  various 
reasons,  but  47  new  readers  joined 
the  library.  Seven  readers  died.  By 
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the  end  of  December  1963,  there 
were  148  readers  using  the  records. 

During  the  year  66,784  records 
were  circulated,  being  an  increase  of 
4,337  over  the  previous  year. 

The  total  number  of  records  owned 
by  the  library  is  16,688,  that  is 
1,144  books.  In  addition  we  had  57 
copies  in  663  records  of  the  Reader’s 
Digest.  These  are  eventually  returned 
to  America  to  be  repulped. 

Among  the  new  books  bought  were : 
“The  Years  of  Endurance,”  Arthur 
Bryant;  “A  King’s  Story,”  H.R.H.  the 
Duke  of  Windsor;  “The  Life  of 
Mahatma  Gandhi,”  Louis  Fischer; 
“The  Life  of  Conan  Doyle,”  J. 
Dickson  Carr;  “The  Cruel  Sea,”  N. 
Monsarrat;  “Mr.  Midshipman  Horn- 
blower,”  C.  S.  Forester. 

The  library  incurs  considerable 
expense  in  replacing  odd  records 
damaged  by  readers.  In  many  cases 
this  damage  could  be  avoided  by  the 
careful  reading  of  instructions.  It 
is  very  important  that  the  needle 
should  be  changed  at  the  time  stated 
on  the  post  card,  not  earlier  or  later. 
The  staff  do  all  in  their  power  to 
preserve  the  records  and  look  for  the 
co-operation  of  readers. 

Machines:  We  bought  36  new 
machines,  5 being  battery  sets.  One 
machine  was  left  to  us  by  a reader 
who  died.  Forty-seven  machines  were 
issued  to  readers. 

The  National  Institute  for  the 
Blind,  London,  report  says  there  are 
1,000  blind  in  England  awaiting 
machines  and  we,  too,  have  blind 
people  on  the  waiting  list.  We  appeal 
to  any  of  our  readers  not  really  using 
their  machines  to  return  them  to  us, 
so  that  others  may  have  the  use  of 
them.  It  must  be  noted  that  Talking 
Book  Machines  are  made  at  special 
rates  and  are  imported  freight  and 
customs  free  because  they  are  for 
Talking  Books  records  for  the  blind. 
They  must  be  used  for  no  other  pur- 


pose, nor  must  they  be  sold  to  sighted 
people. 

I quote  what  some  of  the  readers 
say  of  the  Talking  Book  Service: 
One  says,  “I  cannot  express  my 
gratitude  in  words  for  the  wonderful 
hours  of  sheer  joy  this  machine  has 
afforded  me.”  Another,  “Thank  you 
so  much  for  the  delightful  books  you 
have  sent.  I have  enjoyed  them  all 
and  many  of  them  I have  read  twice 
over.”  Another  says,  “I  must  con- 
gratitude  you  on  the  punctuality  with 
which  my  books  arrive  and  also  in 
general  the  recording  companies  who 
record  these  fine  books.”  Another 
writes,  “Thank  you  so  much  for  the 
books  you  have  chosen.  I am  very- 
grateful  for  them.  This  wonderful 
reading  machine  has  made  me  very 
independent.” 

BUILDING  EXTENSION 

Early  in  the  year  we  were  able  to 
get  the  last  flat  altered  and  called  for 
tenders  for  shelving  and  accepted  one 
for  wooden  shelves  for  £250.  (The 
other  tender  received  was  for  steel 
shelves  and  was  for  £800).  We  soon 
realised  that  it  would  not  be  long 
before  we  needed  more  room  for  our 
books  and  had  to  consider  how  to 
extend.  Mr.  Owen  Eaton  drew  plans 
for  a large  one-room  extension  at 
the  back  of  the  library  with  a covered 
way  to  connect  it  with  the  present 
building.  The  plan  allows  for  a 
second  storey  being  added  at  some 
future  date.  The  lowest  tender  was 
£3,446  and  was  accepted.  This  amount 
does  not  include  shelving.  The  foun- 
dations were  dug  at  the  end  of  the 
year. 

We  are  grateful  to  several  people 
who  have  made  contributions  to  the 
building  fund,  and  to  the  arcihtect  for 
special  help. 

GRANTS 

We  have  received  a Government 
grant  from  the  Department  of  Educa- 
tion, Science  and  Arts.  We  have  also 
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had  grants  from  the  Provinces,  from 
three  Divisional  Councils,  twenty-one 
Municipalities  and  from  St.  Dunstan’s. 

Some  of  the  Municipalities,  includ- 
ing Grahamstown  have  increased  their 
grants.  Several  new  Societies  have 
contributed  to  our  funds  and  some 
have  increased  their  contributions. 

The  Grahamstown  street  collection 
was  arranged  by  Miss  Spurling. 

GIFTS  AND  OTHER  HELP 

The  Mayor  has  done  all  in  his 
power  to  help  us.  He  has  specially 
interested  Rotary  in  our  work.  In 
addition  he  made  appeals  for  us  on 
the  three  nights  of  a Vaudeville 
entertainment  arranged  by  Mr.  Bern- 
stein and  other  Rhodes  students  at 
the  Odeon.  Collecting  boxes  and  sale 
of  programmes  brought  in  £66  17/6 
for  our  building  fund.  The  Manager 
of  the  Odeon  was  most  helpful. 

The  Rhodes  students  of  St.  Mary’s 
and  Oriel  halls  sent  us  £8  4s.  3d.  Miss 
L.  Mullins  again  made  rosettes  sold 
by  the  prefects  at  St.  Andrew’s  Col- 
lege sports  for  £16  10s.  (a  record). 

Macdonald  House,  V.G.H.S.,  gave 
a delightful  entertainment  for  our 
benefit.  The  girls  arranged  plays, 
dances  and  songs  and  the  evening 
finished  up  with  a play  about  the 
library.  As  a result  we  received  a 
cheque  for  £40  (another  record). 

Other  schools  that  sent  contribu- 
tions were  Burt  House,  Girls  High 
School,  Queenstown;  Barnato  Park 
High  School,  Johannesburg,  and 
Strong  House,  D.S.G.,  Grahamstown. 

Collection  Boxes  in  Public  Libraries 
have  brought  us  in  a substantial  sum. 
This  year  Pretoria  State  Library 
headed  the  list  with  £18  9s.  lOd.,  Port 
Elizabeth  came  next  with  £12  14s.  6d. 
and  Aliwal  North  and  Kingwilliams- 
town  have  each  sent  over  £10. 

We  record  our  thanks  for  all  this 
help  and  also  to  many  public  and 
private  donors  for  their  contributions, 
also  for  special  help  given  us  by  the 


Eastern  Province  Guardian  Loan,  the 
Standard  Bank,  the  Press  especially 
Grocott’s  Daily  Mail,  the  Post  Office 
officials  who  handle  thousands  of  our 
books,  records,  cards  and  letters;  the 
Round  Table  for  allotting  us  space 
at  the  Hobbies  Exhibition.  We  are 
grateful,  too,  to  the  Union  Castle 
Company  who  kindly  brought  out 
many  cases  of  Talking  Book  Machines 
and  5 cwt.  of  Braille  paper  freight 
free,  a very  great  help. 

TREASURER’S  REPORT 

The  1953  accounts  will  be  posted 
to  you  shortly  and  I do  not  propose 
to  comment  on  them  now,  but  I wish 
to  give  you  a brief  review  of  our 
finances  during  the  last  five  years 
and  tell  you  what  our  prospects  are 
for  the  future. 

During  the  War  years  we  were  not 
able  to  spend  much  on  the  purchase 
of  books  and  equipment  with  the 
result  that  we  gradually  accumulated 
funds  so  that  at  the  end  of  1948  our 
cash  and  investments  amounted  to 
just  under  £6,000. 

During  the  five  years  ended  Decem- 
ber 31,  1963,  our  ordinary  revenue 
from  subscriptions  and  donations. 
Government,  Provincial,  Divisional 
and  Municipal  grants,  rents  and 
interest  on  investments  exceeded  our 
ordinary  running  expenses  by  roughly 
£3,000.  In  addition,  we  received  from 
special  gifts  and  bequests  just  over 
£2,000  A total  of  slightly  more  than 
£5,000.  “During  this  period  we 
spent  on  books,  talking  books,  shelv- 
ing and  equipment  generally,  slight- 
ly under  £5,000,  so  that  at  the  end 
of  1953  our  investments  and  cash 
amounted  in  round  figures  to 
£6,000. 

“We  realised,  however,  that  in 
spite  of  having  taken  over  the  two 
upstairs  flats  for  library  purposes, 
we  should  be  soon  pressed  for  space 
to  keep  the  books  and  records  we 
have  to  purchase  continually  in  or- 
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der  to  maintain  the  efficiency  of  the 
library,  so  we  decided  to  extend  the 
building  in  order  to  provide  more 
storage  capacity. 

"This  extension  is  now  nearly  com- 
pleted and  by  the  time  we  have  fitted 
it  with  shelving  it  will  have  cost  us 
about  £5,500,  thus  absorbing  almost 
the  whole  of  the  cash  and  investments 
at  the  end  of  1953. 

“And  now  for  the  future.  We  shall 
now  no  longer  have  any  income  from 
the  rental  of  Flats  or  from  interest 
on  investments  while  our  running 
expenses  are  more  likely  to  increase 
than  decrease.  This  means  that  in 
order  to  provide  sufficient  money  for 
the  continued  purchase  of  books  and 
records  and,  if  possible,  to  build  up 
a fund  for  future  extension  of  our 
building  we  must  endeavour  to 
increase  the  number  of  our  sub- 
scribers and  obtain  increased  grants 
from  the  Government  and  other 
public  bodies. 

"We  shall,  therefore,  be  grateful 
if  you,  who  have  so  generously  sup- 
ported us  in  the  past,  will  not  only 
continue  to  assist  us  but  will  endeav- 
our to  persuade  some  of  your  friends 
to  join  the  ranks  of  our  regular  sub- 
scribers.” 


Mr.  Espin  then  called  on  Bishop 
Fisher  to  speak  to  us.  He  was  well 
known  to  us  and  needed  no  intro- 
duction. 

Bishop  Fisher  was  impressed  by 
the  progress  made  in  the  library 
since  he  had  visited  it  five  years  ago. 
He  paid  tribute  to  the  work  done  by 
Miss  Wood  and  her  staff,  and  to  the 
pleasure  they  brought  to  the  blind, 
who  could  get  some  of  the  best 
literature  available  as  well  as  detec- 
tive stories,  novels  and  magazines 
including  the  Reader’s  Digest.  The 
library  extension  was  in  progress  and 
money  would  be  needed  for  its  com- 
pletion and  for  the  shelving  and  the 
books  to  stock  it.  He  appealed  for 
voluntary  subscribers  and  said  anyone 
could  help  regardless  of  religion  or 
politcs.  He  hoped  people  would  give 
promptly  and  avoid  the  “paralysis 
of  procrastination.”  In  days  to  come 
when  Braille  books  are  produced  in 
the  African  languages,  those,  too, 
would  have  to  be  added.  This  is  a 
great  work  which  we  can  all  help  and 
advertise  what  is  being  done  and 
what  is  still  to  be  done.

5.  Readers  are  asked  not  to  keep  magazines  or  knitting  patterns,  but 
to  return  each  one  with  the  book  with  which  it  is  sent. 

6.  Readers  are  begged  to  take  great  care  of  the  books,  to  keep  them 
clean  and  free  from  damp,  and  not  to  turn  down  pages. 

7.  Canvas  covers,  cardboard  covers  or  strong  paper  and  string  are 
used  for  packing  the  books.  Readers  should  pack  the  books 
carefully  in  these  for  return  postage. 

8.  Readers  are  begged  to  let  the  Librarian  know  at  once  of  any 
change  of  address. 

9.  Any  infectious  or  contagious  illness  shall  at  once  be  notified  to 
the  Librarian. 

10.  Anyone  wanting  to  borrow  books  should  send  a letter  of  reference 
from  a J.P.,  a clergyman  or  other  well-known  person  acquainted 
with  them.

POSTAL  REGULATIONS 


LITERATURE  FOR  THE  BLIND 

Papers  of  any  kind,  periodicals,  and  books,  impressed  or  to  be 
impressed  in  “ Braille  ”,  or  other  special  type  for  the  use  of  the  blind, 
when  posted  within  the  Union  for  transmission  to  a place  within  the 
Union,  are  transmissible  post  free,  provided  that  they — 

(a)  do  not  contain  any  communication,  either  in  writing  or  printed 
in  ordinary  type,  except  the  title  and  table  of  contents  of  the 

• book  or  periodical  and  any  key  to  or  instructions  for  the  use 
of  the  special  type,  or  any  enclosure  except  a label  for  the 
return  of  the  packet; 

(b)  bear  on  the  outside  the  inscription  “ Literature  for  the  Blind  ”, 
and  the  name  and  address  of  the  sender; 

(c)  be  posted  either  without  a cover  or  in  a cover  open  at  both 
ends  which  can  easily  be  removed  for  examination  of  the 
contents. 

The  limit  of  weight  is  15  TB  6oz.,  and  the  maximum  dimensions 
are  the  same  as  for  letters. 

Voice  records  on  discs,  styled  “Talking  Book  records”,  securely 
packed,  are  also  transmissible  free,  provided  they  are  despatched  from 
or  addressed  to  certain  recognised  institutes  for  the  blind  (see  Post 
Office  Guide).
